15. PORCH not perch “Sit- 
ting on the PORCH is a 
natural thing to do at 
times.” “Sitting on a perch 
is” the only “thing” that 
can be “done on” it “at” 
any “time.” “At times,” 
therefore, favors PORCH. 

18. ROD not roe. ROD “sug- 


gests fish naturally”; but 
roe is “fish,” in part, at 
least. Row (ie. a boat) 


may “suggest fish,” depend- 
ing on whether you are a 
fisherman. Rot is remote. 
TINT not hint. Since “col- 
ors” are under discussion, 
TINT is more closely re 
lated to the subject of “col- 
ors” than is hint. “A TINT 
of red” could reasonably be 
described as a hint of that 
color, anyway. 

24. ODD not old. “Crotchety” 
(defined as: “an ODD fancy 
or whimsical notion”) 
makes ODD more apt. Age 
has no direct connection 
with “crotchety,” as a per- 
son can be so at any age. 

He 
would hardly be “after big” 
risks as such, but rather 
“big” RISES in value of the

13. COKE not cake. One's “ap- 
preciation” of “the texture” 
of cake is not merely a 
matter of observation. “You 
should see a sort of porous 
texture,” therefore, has 
more poin. for COKE, 
which is a good measure of 
its efficiency. 

15. PERSON not parson. Since 
the clue is of quite general 
application, there is no 
point in singling out a par- 
son -ather than any other 
PERSON, 

16. HIDING not hiring. HID- 
ING is stronger, implying 
guilt. Openly t hire “a 
gun” is “evidence against” 
the premeditation of “mur- 
der.” 

19. STIR not star. Any “re- 
porter” would see the pos- 
sibilities in the case of star.

The concert of the Japan Phil- 
harmonic Symphony Orchestra 
on Monday evening in Hibiya 
Hall signalized two important 
events occurring in reverse—it 
welcomed back its permanent 
conductor, Akeo Watanabe, who 
returned after a sojourn of sev- 
eral months in the United 
States, and, at the same time, 
attested to the departure of the 
orchestra’s invaluable concert- 
master, Broadus Erle, who will! 
shortly be traveling back to his 
American homelan 


Mr. Erle’s arrival in Tokyo 
three years or so ago coincided 
with the very birth of this or- 
chestra and he has since work- 
ed assiduously with Mr. Wata- 
nabe to raise these youthful in- 
strumentalists to a high stand- 
ard of musical perfection and 
unanimity so as to serve as a 
challenge to the stolidity and, 
ene may add, complacency, of 
older symphonic aggregates in 
this community, 


If youthful exuberance and 
vitality have been this orches- 
tra’s special attributes since its 
start, these traits are evidenced 
particularly in the fresh and 
adventurous programs which 
these players have always 
made it a point to bring to their 
patrons. 

But Mr. Watanabe and Mr. 
Erle may also be proud of hav- 
ing achieved a responsive sym- 
phonic ensemble which is not 
only well integrated and 
balanced internally but also 
of such admirable discipline 
and precision so that the or- 
chestral sound is always ex- 
pressive and meaningful in 
music of different styles and 
range, 

The range of the music the 
other evening was indeed a 
wide one—Mozart's charming 
“Haffner” Serenade (K. 250), 
Ravel's bitter-cweet “La Valse,” 
and the First Symphony of Jan 
Sibelius—all of its music call- 
ing for variety of subtleties and 
sensitivity of one kind or an- 
other, 

Mr. Watanabe exemplified 
keen musical temperament in 
handling the tricky rhythmic 
unfoldment of “La Valse.” This 
is not merely one waltz but a 
whole chain reaction of waltzes 
in whose very diversity Ravel 
wished to show all the poten- 
tialities of the Viennese waltz.

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New Congo State 
The métamorphosis of.the Belgian Congo into the 
Republic of Congo is an important step in the dramatic 
process of turning the colonial territories of Africa into 
a series of independent states. 
Not only ‘is this country one of the potentially richest 
areas of Africa but it has a population of some 14 million 


Africans. 


The name is derived from that of the Congo, 


formerly known as the Zaire, the largest of the rivers of 
Africa and exceeded in size among the rivers of the world 


only by the Amazon. 


The country itself has had an interesting history during 


the past 100 years or so. 


The old Congo Free State owed 
its existence to the efforts of Leopold II, 


King of the 


Belgians, who in 1876 summoned in Brussels a conference 
of geographical experts which resulted in the creation of 
an international association for the exploration of Africa. 


It was 
Sir Henry Stanley, 


the arrival of the famous 


British explorer, 


at the mouth of the Congo in 1877 


that turned the King’s attention to the possibilities of the 


development of the Congo basin. 


Stanley subsequently 


spent four years in the Congo, founding posts and making 
friendly agreements with African chiefs. 

In 1885, the Belgian King assumed the sovereignty of 
the new state which was eventually annexed to Belgium 
in 1908 somewhat against public opinion in that country 
which feared that this large African territory would prove 


a serious burden. 


However, the Belgian Government and 


people shouldered the task of developing the Congo with 
energy and goodwill, and its subsequent history has been 
mostly one of steady progress, although there have been 
serious tribal disputes arising from the mixed character 


of the population. Only

Government proceeded to concede complete independence 
with what some people have felt was undue precipitation.

must not, at any cost, resume, and the attraction which 


foreign powers ready to take advantage of the 
weakness might exercise on certain regions.

province of Katanga, a large producer of uranium, copper, 


cobalt and germanium. He 


did not, of course, specify

_ A Costly Experiment 


General Confusion Must Be Dispelled to Obviate ‘Another One 


By now, the Japanese nation 
should be able to view the re 
cent political turmoil with 
some measure of detachment. 
It was disastrous in ruining Ja- 
pan’s prestige abroad. Zen 
gakuren’s experiment with a 
mock revolution has proved 
costly to Japan. We ought to 
draw some lessons from it, 
lest that costly experiment 
should come to naught. 


The Zengakuren disturbance 
has indicated a yawning cleav- 
age between the older and 
younger generations. The ‘dis- 
turbance itself was limited to 
Tokyo. But a cleavage seems to 
divide the fathers and sons in 
a great many number of faml- 
lies throughout Japan. 


Those unruly and disorderly 
students must reform their 
conduct—that has been said re- 
peatedly by many observers. 
But what of the father? Are 
the Japanese fathers ready to 
assert their authority in the 
face of possible misbehaviors 
by their own sons and even 
daughters? 


The police-student fight on 
June 15 resulted in the loss of 
the only daughter of Prof. 
Toshio Kamba at Chuo Univer- 
sity. That night, there were 
many other fathers in Tokyo 
who trembled at the thought 
of their own sons and daught- 
ers being grabbed away, though 
not necessarily by death, but 
by something almost equally 
hard to understand. 

Joined Students 

After the death of his 
daughter, Prof. Kamba joined 
the leftist students in acclaim- 
ing her sacrifice. Deep sym- 
pathy is due to the professor 
father, but he thus made com- 
plete the story of a leftist 
martyr, who reformed her fath- 
er through death. Prof. Kamba 
once wrote a magazine article 
under the title “Zengakuren 
Took Away My Daughter,” but 
recently he said the article did 
not reflect his true feelings. 


As far as his public utterances 
are concerned, they give the im- 
pression that the daughter re- 
formed the father and not vice 
versa. Shortly after that, Dr. 
Seiji Kava of Tokyo University, 
the president of the late Miss 
Kamba’s alma mater, surprised 
many Japanese with a stafe- 
ment that protested the need 
to reform Japan's politics and 
eliminate the deep discontent 
and anger in the heart of the 
young students. 


Although Japan’s politics is 
far from being laudatory, Dr. 
Kaya's statement has occasioned 
doubts as to whether there are 
Japanese educators speaking 
with authority. There must be. 
But even their authority, it 
seems, is being flouted and 
those who are “wiser” or “more 
practical” choose to temporize 
after looking around, 


Sway Parents 


In this regard, Zengakuren 
students may be looked upon 
just as a youthful exponent of 
the general confusion dubbed 
erroneously as “democracy.” If 
there is no truth and no auth- 
ority, one must either despair 
or else grab what presents itself 
as most plausible. The students 
are yet too young to despair 
and the Japanese-language press 
makes the Government appear 
wicked enough to justify op- 
position. 


Although they may be only 
improperly informed, they feel 
so intensely and act so resolute- 
ly that their opinions and 
actions sway even their fathers 
and teachers. 


John D. Rockefeller IV said, 
in the New York Times maga- 
zine, that “the younger genera- 
tion’s desire for peace” was 
“realistic, not idealistic.” He 
was, it seems to me, certainly

Labor White Paper 

The employment situation in 
Japan has greatly improved in 
the past several years. The 
number of those employed in 
industry has grown aithough 
the population on farms has de- 
clined. The Labor White Paper 
interprets the improvement as 
a result of modernization of in- 
dustry and holds an optimistic 
view. However, a few things 
must be pointed out. First, the 
modernization of industry in Ja- 
pan is actually an industrializa- 
tion period which the United 
States went through before the 
war. If, like the United States, 
automation becomes popular in 
Japan, machines will replace the 
workers. Secondly, the liberali- 
gation of trade will inevitably 
influence industry, “particularly 
small industries in Japan. When 
the small industrial firms dis- 
appear due to their inability to 
compete with big companies at 
home and abroad, many people 
may lose their jobs. Therefore, 
an extensive study of the labor 
situation and employment 
should be carried out before it 
is too late-—Asahi Shimbun

It is said that the ROK has re- 
sorted to the seizure of the 
Japanese fishing boats with the 
ulterior object of checking 
Japan’s continued plan to re- 
patriate Korean residents in 
Japan to North Korea, The re- 
patriation, however, is a human- 
itarian problem based upon the 
internationally-accepted prin- 
ciple of the freedom of re-

Autonomy Ministry 

A possible behind-the-scenes 
move is said to lie beneath the 
elevation of the Autonomy 
Agency to a ministry. There 
is an allegation that the bure- 
aucrats of the nation are trying 
to restore the dreaded power of 
the prewar Interior_ Ministry, 
making this the first step for 
this purpose. The Government 
certainly appears to be trying 
to centralize the local adminis- 
tration of the nation through 
this strengthened organization.

Trotskyism Theory 

Zengakuren claims that they 
have a theory called Trotsky- 
ism. But that appears to be 
more like a rationalization of 
their deviatidn from the Com- 
munist orthodoxy than like a 
system of well-reasoned doct- 
rines, 

In the April issue of the mag- 
azine Chuo Koron, for instance, 
Shigeo Shima, secretary general 
of Kyosando (the Communist 


League), an organization be 
hind the Zengakuren leaders, 


explained Trotskyism bu* his 
argument was not convincing. It 
is a well-known fact that a large 
number of Zengakuren students 
themselves, those in the so-call- 
ed opposition faction, reject that 
theory. As far as the masses of 
student demonstrators are con- 
cerned, they obviouslv ate 
not much concerned with the- 
ories. 

This kind of realism is some- 
thing essentially negative, no 
matter how sincere the young 
students may be. Since they 


are young and sincere, they can 
be expected to learn from ex- 
perience. But Japan cannot af- 
ford to wait leisurely and con- 
done another costly experiment 
of theirs. 

Zengakuren has received an 
unduly large amount of publi- 
city the world over of late. The 
Japanese people on the whole 
handled them softly. The edu- 
cators also handied them softly. 
But a sterner ruler could have 
subdued them easily and quick- 
ly. 

Reform Needed 

Something must be done to 
réctify the situation. Japanese 
fathers and teachers must reas- 
sert their authority. Most of 
our schools seem to be In need 
of a reform. These are the 
very minimum lessons from the 
recent disturbance, 


This is no proposal 
“guided democracy.” 
must be full, in the sense that 
democracy includes proper ‘dis- 
cipline and respect for law. The 
people must be reminded of 
that at this time. 


The .most appalling part of 
the recent news developments 
is the fact that our political lead- 
ers appear to be complacent op- 
timists. It is remarkable how 
lightivy the recent crisis has re- 
gistered itself upon our Govern- 
ment party. The Liberal-Demo- 
crats are wasting days and 
weeks arguing over who should 
be Prime Minister Kishi’s suc- 
cessor. 

The press has switched its 
editorial tone and that makes 
Japan appear on the business- 
as-usual basis. Kishi’s an- 
nouncement to resign is said to 
have calmed down his oppon- 
ents. But’ no single one of the 
essential weaknesses of Japan 
has been overcome to date.

LONDON—The pages of his- 
tory are turning rapidly on the 
continent of Africa, and Eu- 
rope’s relations with that conti 
nent are entering a new phase. 
The year 1960, “Africa's year of 
destiny,” has already seen the 
arrival at independence of a 
number of terr!- 
tories administ-j 
ered for many 
years by West- 
ern European 
countries. The 
Cameroons at 
the beginning of 
the year and To- 
goland last Ap- 
ril have been 
followed into 
statehood with- 
in the last two wee ks bv 


Mali 

(a Federation of Senegal and 

Soudan) Madagascar. 
Independence has also come 


to the vast protectorate of 
Somaliland and the Italian 
trusteeship territory of Soma- 
lia, an independence which was 
quickly followed by their mer- 
ger to form an independent 
Somali state. Four more ex- 
French dependencies, Dahomey, 
Niger, Upper Volta and Ivory 
Coast hope to follow suit in 
August. The Union of Central 
African Republics (comprising 
the Central African Republic, 
the Conge and Chad) will pro- 
bably not be far behind. And 
in October will come the inde- 
pendence of Nigeria, Britain's 
largest surviving colony. This 
will make a total of 13 new 
states added to the comity of na- 
tions this year; and there will 
be others to follow in 1961, 
Clearly the long history of 
relations between the two 
neighboring continents of Eu- 
rope and Africa has reached a 
critical turning point, The 
bonds between them will not be 
severed. The newly emerging 
African states for the most part 
hdve chosen of their own free 
| to maintain some sort of 
p@litical association with the 
Ehiropean countries which guid- 
eq them into natio od. And 
there are habits of fruitful eco- 
nomic contacts. It is to be hop- 
ed that leaders of the peoples 
of both continents will know 
how to grasp and make the best 
use of the opportunities that 
flow from this continuing as- 
sociation in the years to come. 


More Haste, Less Speed 


Paradoxical as it may seem in 
this era of fast and ever big- 
ger jet aircraft, it would appear 
that the slow and cumbrous 
helicopter has after all a neces- 
sary part to play in air commu- 
nications. For bigger and fast- 
er aircraft have required even 
larger airports to accommodate 
them and these have had to be 
sited farther and farther away 
from the centers of cities, At 
present it takes three hours to 
travel by jet plane from the 
center of Brussels to the cen- 
ter of Paris, of which only one 
hour is spent in the air, the rest 
being taken up by travel on 
the ground between airport and 
city center. 

The same trip by helicopter 
takes only two hours, for the 
helicopter can take off and Jand 
well inside the cities. At pres- 
ent only the Belgian Sabena 
airline operates a regular inter- 
city helicopter service in Eu- 
rope; but British European Air- 
ways now have plans for direct 
city center travel within Bri- 
tain and for a later. extension 
to the continent of Europe,

Thinking Internationally 


Recent talk of a European Uni- 
versity serves as a reminder 
that one pioneer venture, the 
College of Europe in Bruges, 
has just celebrated its 10th an- 
niversary. The idea of the col- 
lege as the initial component of 
a European university was con- 
ceived by Senor Salvador de 
Madariaga, a Spanish writer; it 
owes its existence largely to the 
initiative of a Belgian, Father 
Antonius Verleye. Its first 
home was a converted museum, 
its library started with one 
borrowed Italian encyclopedia. 
Its first students staved in a 
hotel, Financial support. has 
come from six Governments, 
which later formed European 
communities, from the Euro- 
pean movement, from the pro- 
vinces of West Flanders and 
from the city of Bruges. 

Now the library runs to 18,- 
000 volumes and the students 
have a pleasant home of their 
own. While at college the stu- 
dents learn to overcome the 
barrier set by their separate 
nationalities, as they live, talk 
and study together. They learn 
as much from their informal 
contacts at communal meals 
and in their rooms as they 
do from formal instruction. 
Courses are deliberately non- 
specialized, students do not 
study “watertight subjects” and 
every one of them must study 
the origins, purposes and func- 
tioning of international organ- 
izations, particularly European 
ones, The college is a small 
one; its yearly intake f8 a mere 
40 or so students. But its in- 
fluence in promoting the ideal 
of European integration is by 


no means a negligible one, 
Henry Moore 
The largest and most re- 


presentative exhibition of the 
work of Henry Moore that has 
ever been seen outside Britain 
is at present drawing large 
crowds in Hamburg. Regarded 
as Britain’s greatest living 
sculptor, Moore’s work is 
already well known on the con- 
tinent of Europe—his work on 
the outside of the UNESCO 
bullding in Paris is one of the 
recent ornaments of that beauti- 
ful city. Moore has a unique 
and easily recognizable style 
in the representation of the 
human figure, in which solid 
masse~ are strikingly contrast- 
ec with hollowed out areas. 
These figures, which seem at 
first sight rather remote from 
reality, artificial and contrived, 
end by making a _ powerful 
emotional impact on the viewer. 
In his preoccupation with 
human themes Moore is in 
line with a continuing tradi- 
tidn in European art. Some of 
his larger groups are seen to 


best advantage in the open, 
against a clear sky, where 
their grandeur and nobility 


make an immediate impact, In 
Hamburg such works have 
been admirably sited against a 
white background, a sensitive 
tribute to the artist by the 
organizers of the exhibition,

The building of Japanese gar- 
dens is a popular hobby among 
Americans and Canadians. 
Stones, lanterns and ponds are 
regarded as essential necessities 
for Japanese gardens. 

In Toronto, Canada I went to 
see a family who recently vis- 
ited Japan. They had brought 


back several! stone lanterns and’ 


collected moss-covered stones to 
build a Japanese garden. The 
husband and wife were in the 


midst of unpacking ali the 
things they bought in Japan 
when I visited them. Another 


friend of mine in Detroit was 
planning for a Japanese gar- 
den utilizing a small stream and 
a pond at the back of the house. 


The Takashimaya store on 
5th Ave., New York has many 
kinds of stone as well as paper 
lanterns on sale. Also books 
on Kabufi and Japanese cul- 
ture including garden articles 
are available at the store. 

The study of Oriental culture 
seems to have been undertaken 
by many American families. 
Wherever I visited there were 
at least one or two books on 
Japan. The visit of the Kabuki 
troupe has fanned enthusiasm 
for Japanese arts and culture 
in general. The unique art of 
Kabuki has fascinated theater- 
goers. Americans who became 
Kabuki fans while in Japan 
traveled far to see the play in 
New York. 

Amazingly a great number of 
people asked me about Zen and 


knew the name of Daisetsu 
Suzuki who lectured on Zen in 
the States. Many Ameri- 


cans are well-informed on Japan 
and its culture and ask Japa- 
nese visitors intelligent ques- 
tions. Their interest is not 
limited to Fujiyama and. cherry 
blassoms as in prewar days. 
They are eager to know the 
culture and people who live in 


the midst of the changing 
world. Even those who have 
never been to Japan are well 


informed through reading. 
Therefore, I advise those going 
to the States to acquaint them- 
selves with all phases of Japa- 
nese history and problems 
facing Japan today.

Study Consequences 


To the Editor: 

In reply to HOODLUM or 
RIOTER’s letter printed this 
date (June 22), 


I am going to assume that 
vou are a student, and there- 
fore presumably eapable of. dis- 
cussing fairly and objectively. 
Let us examine the elephant 
before our eyes, and let the 
needie in the distance go. You 
claim that the new security 
treaty will bring war. How? 
Because Japan is thereby 
stronger? You are unaware of 
the facts. But I am also aware 
that the news media have not 


properly presented the facts to 
the public. The facts are these: 

1) This is a case of one 
security treaty or the other. 
One is currently in existence. 

2) The new treaty offers 
Japan more control over the 
American forces stationed here. 


3) It guarantees to come to 
Japan’s aid in the event of 
aggression against her. 

4) This new treaty is specif- 
ically nonaggressive in nature, 
and s6 states in the treaty. 

In your earlier school days, 
did you ever know a “bully” 
who abused the rights of 
others, simply because he was 
bigger and more able to win 
a fight? You probably 
also that he only abused those 
too weak or unwilling to fight 
back; in other words, he didn’t 
respect the pacifist. This is the 
analogy which can be applied 
to the Communist countries. I 
don’t think you can apply this 
analogy to the United States, 
who at one time could have 
kept Japan under her thumb 
because of her victory in a 
great war, but did not, and fur- 
ther, had no desire to. Consider 
for a moment the plight of Ti- 
bet and other Southeast Asian

countries. Do you want to add 
Japan to the list? 

I respect your desire for no 
further war, and I think vou 


realize that the United States 


also does not desire another 
war, either. But would you 


rather take steps to prevent it, 


or hold your candle in the 
typhoon and sav pleadingliy, 
“Don't go out, littl flame.” 

Frankly, I won't presume to 
tell you how to run your 
country, politics, etc., or even 
to quote an opinion concerning 
the new treaty, Kishi, Asanuma, 
et al. The ching that ariazes 
me, further, horrifies me, is 
that students and professors are 
engaged in these current dem- 
onstrations. I have always con- 
sidered this group as one best 
able to examine and discuss 
any situation and. resolve it in 
the best light. My only plea to 
you is not to be the smail 
children which you claim you 
are not. ‘Weigh the individual 
merits carefully before you go 
to the incredible extreme of at- 
tempting to overthrow all dem- 
ocratic processes. Consider 
the consequences of 
your actions, for if you are 
justified in defying the constitu- 
tion and democratic processes, 
then who is not? 


I represent no minority, 
rather the freedom-loving ma- 
jority of the world from Hun- 
gary to Tibet, and all places in 
between. Can you imagine 
what the students of Hungary 
would give to have the right 
to present their views as you 
do? Recall the results of the 
student actions in Korea and 
Turkey, as opposed to the re- 
sults in Hungary and East 
Germany.

He keeps an open mind 
trying to see and weigh both 
sides and even three or four 
sides of the issue. He is not 


pro Kishi, pro America, pro Se- 
curity Pact or pro Socialist. 
He is just pro Japan—for 


decent and respectable Japan. 
He knows too well that there 
are more ways than one to 
get there. But he also detests 
violence of any kind, and can’t 
approve of “the end justifying 
the means.” 

Here are some of his random 
thoughts: 


1. If the nation’s leading in- 
stitutions of learning and the 
parents throw up their hands 
in despair and say that they 
can’t do anything about dlis- 
ciplining the youngsters tnd 
bow to the demands and depend 
or blame outside developments 
and forces for the conduct of 
the youngster, where are we to 
turn to for the healthy and 
proper guidance of the nation’s 
youth? What are.we to do 
about the rising tide of juve- 
nile delinquency?

it of blaming outside influences 
and forces for wrongs done and 
tend to forget our responsibill- 
ty. There is little sense of in- 
dividual responsibility for one’s 
actions and their social implica- 
tions. We need more self-re- 
flection and responsible think- 
ing about the role of the in- 
dividual in society, not just 
blind following of group in- 
fluenee. 


3. The intelligentsia and lead- 
ers, especially those who by 
words and/or deeds wittingly 
and unwittingly made common 
cause with the demonstrators 
have now the responsibility te 
do something constructive to 
salvage the situation. Negligen- 
ce of this responsibility means 
that they are shirking their re- 
sponsibility to save a situation 
which is partly of their own 
making. 

4. Sincerity in itself is not 
a virtue. It could be very 
dangerous. To be constructive, 
it must be combined with some- 
thing else. 


5. Student days are enjov- 
able carefree days with little 
responsibility. Hence, students 
can be very idealistic with 
burning desires. They are in 
a position to go all out. This 
is desirable only if properly 
guided. Parents and educators 
have a duty here.
